Jacques le Grand, born at Toulouse about 1350, was a man of some note in his time. 
Professor of philosophy and theology, and an eloquent preacher, he acquired at Paris 
in the latter capacity a great reputation, but becoming entangled in the internecine 
strife which then raged in the capital, connected himself in turn with each of the 
rival factions by which France was distracted at the end of the fourteenth and begin- 
ning of the fifteenth century. At first a partizan of the Burgundians, he went over 
after the assassination of the Duke of Orleans to the Armagnacs, and in their interest 
undertook a mission to England to beg aid for his party from Henry V, a step in the 
wake of which followed the invasion of France by English forces, the battle of Agin- 
court and the ultimate loss of all our possessions in that country. The Sophologium, 
his most important work, is a patchwork or mosaic, a classified commonplace book, 
the materials of which have been got together in scraps from poets, orators, 
philosophers and theologians, roughly sorted and arranged into twelve treatises 
divided into four books.

‘‘The holy fathers, of whom we are told the astounding legends which fill this book, 
are the Monks of the Thebaid, the founder of whose community, if such it may be 
called, was Saint Anthony, who at a very early age had isolated himself in the desert 
near the Egyptian Thebes, and devoted himself to a life of extreme austerity. His 
reputation for sanctity attracted to him at first a few, and eventually a great number 
of followers, whom he housed in the monastery of Phanium; as their numbers 
increased, the desert of the Thebaid was dotted over with the habitations of these 
ascetics. Some of the converts resided in monasteries built for their reception, but 
large numbers mortified the flesh in the caverns which had been formed by the 
quarrying of stone for the pyramids. At the time of St. Anthony’s death, no less 
than fifteen thousand persons were living in the Thebaid this life of penance and 
isolation from the Cock It is of the adventures, and especially of the temptations 
experienced by some of these enthusiasts, that the Vitas Patrium treats; in it the 
‘wiles of the devil,’ always, of course, unsuccessfully exerted, are set forth with an 
exuberance of invention. 
A specimen story is the following :— 


‘OF SAINT MACHARIUS IN THE MAGICIANS’ PARADISE.’’ 

‘‘QOn a time this holy man would go spy out the orchard which Jannes and Mambres, 
the magicians of Pharaoh, had planted for their own delight. It was indeed a 
paradise: therein was a moated castle full of gold and silver treasure, and round a 
beautiful fountain were trees bearing all manner of delectable fruit. The devil 
delighted in this pleasaunce where he so often sojourned that for many years no man 
durst adventure himself therein. But Macharius must needs have a sight of this 
fair place, and, as it was a nine days’ travel thither, and the way was only a tangled 
track of wild beasts, he carried with him a bundle of straws, and dropped one of them 
from time to time so that he might the better retrace his steps. When he was now 
but a mile from the orchard he was aweary and fell asleep on the ground, and anon 
the devil, who had been watching him, picked up all the straws and laid them by his 
head, so that waking he saw them close beside him. ‘ This is devil’s work,’ he said, 
and went forward yet more warily.

In this once very popular little book, the compilation of a pious physician, of which 
eighteen editions are described by Hain, the author quaintly observes that as there 
are for the help of the body medicines digestive, such as syrups; laxatives, such as 
pills, potions, and electuaries; opiates and alteratives; so in this Anthidotarius 
Animae there are prayers and ‘meditation digestive, prompting sorrow and contrition 
for sin; prayers purgative, viz., confessions made either to the priest or to God; 
prayers ‘sedative to our Lord after the reception of the Eucharist, and so on. Indul- 
gences are scattered broadcast through the volume. To him who devoutly recites a 
certain prayer (Salve sancta facies, etc.), Pope John XXII grants 3,000 days of 
indulgences of criminal sins and 20, ,000 days of venial sins. To him who reads or 
hears read, or carries about with him a certain prayer of St. Augustine (Deus pro- 
picius esto, etc.), shall not perish on that day, either by fire or water, or by capital 
punishment or sudden death, nor shall he be harmed by any deadly thing, and what- 
ever lawful thing he shall ask of God he shall receive, and when his soul leaves the 
body it shall not depart into Hell.

and it is this translation that is here printed for the first time. Since then the 
fables have been translated into nearly every Western tongue and many of them 
are the germ of stories very familiar to the English, such as that of the Persian 
merchant who trained. a parrot (here a magpie) to talk that he might tell him on his. 
return from business trips, of his wife’s behaviour, and how his wife having received 
one sound drubbing from her husband for misconduct with a lover, as reported by 
the bird, foiled the magpie the second time by causing artificial thunder and 
lightning to be made round his cage. 


These fables were first translated into English by Lord North in 1570. Such 
collections of moral tales as these, and the Gesta Romanorum (first printed in English 
by Wynkyn de Worde at the beginning of the 16th century), with their incidents 
drawn from everyday life are the precursors of the jest-books of the 16th and 17th 
centuries, in which the allegorical applications are dropped. These jest-books in 
turn gave birth to the realistic novel—as opposed to the romance—which may be 
said to have started in England at the end of the 16th century with Thomas Deloney. 
It is not a little curious to think that the English realistic novel should have some 
of its roots in the teaching of Buddha. 


The fables are extremely entertaining, many are beast stories of a moral character, 
but the most amusing are the incidents from human life, from which often rather 
unexpected morals are drawn. The fables and cuts are of varying degrees of delicacy, 
and, as Mr. Hodgkin rather nicely puts it in his ‘‘ Rariora,’’ ‘‘the quaintest are 
not usually the most tolerable of modern ideas of decorum.’’ 


There is little or no resemblance between the cuts in the present Latin Edition and 
the German one of Ulm. Mr. Davis suggests that the cuts were probably origin- 
ally copied from a manuscript, and reversed in the process, as is indicated by the 
swords being worn on the wrong side, or grasped in the left hand. 


There were two 15th century editions of this work issued by Pruss (Hain 4411 and 
Hain Addenda 441la) both in the same type and almost identical but for a few 
slight variations in the setting, that noted by Hain is that line 10 of the last leaf 
of one issue (H. 4411) has parabolas and the other (H. 44lla) has parabolarum. 
But the most obvious differences are those where two cuts are printed on one side 
of a leaf (i4 vo. and k vo. of H. 4411) instead of one on each page. The copy in 
Murray’s ‘‘ Catalogue of Early German Books,” and that in J. P. Morgan’s Library 
are of the former issue; that in the British Museum, in Hodgkin’s ‘‘ Ranora,’’ and 
this copy are of the latter issue. It would be difficult to say without a minute 
examination of each issue which is the earlier.

Nigel Wireker was a monk of Christ Church, Canterbury, at the end of the 12th 
century. The work is addressed to a person named William, presumably William 
Longchamp before he was made Bishop of Ely (1189), and is a satire (in elegiac 
verse) on the vices and corruption of the Monastic orders, and society in general 
under the guise of a narrative of the adventures of Brunellus, an ass, who typifies 
the discontented monk. Brunellus is not content with the length of his tail and 
consults Galen who advises him to travel. He goes to Paris, and attends the Univer- 
sity without much result. The various religious orders, Hospitallers, Cistercians, 
Templars, etc., are reviewed but none give satisfaction; Brunellus therefore suggests 
the formation of a new order composed of the best of each. The satire next deals 
with the clergy and the laity, and terminates with the return of the ass to his stable.

This magnificent book was printed at the expense of the Wadstena Monastery in 
Sweden which was endowed by S. Brigitta in 1344; the monastery also sent two of 
the brothers to superintend the printing. It is stated that only 80 copies on paper, 
of which this is one, and 16 on vellum were printed, and that in 1495 seven copies 
of the former were destroyed in a fire which occurred in the convent of Wadstena 
where they were deposited for sale. 


The work is divided into several parts of which each one commences with a full-page 
woodcut and an historiated initial. There are fourteen full-page woodcuts a few of 
them are pulled from a single block but for the most part they are made up of 
several blocks which are constantly repeated in a different setting. The woodcuts 
are mostly in bold outline with slight hatching. The cut of the crucifixion is quite 
remarkable and appears to be by another hand. According to Schreiber it does not 
seem to be found in all copies. At the foot of the crucifix is a small shield of arms with 
the printer’s device which does not appear in all the copies. 


According to Klemming the woodcuts were designed (or engraved?) by one Gerardus, 
lay brother of Wadstena.

This Bible of which we offer the Book of Joshua for sale, is the earliest printed 
Bible, and almost, if not, the earliest piece of European type-printing; it is generally 
though not conclusively, ascribed to Gutenberg. Many English bibliographers regard 
it as more probably the work of Gutenberg’s former partner Johann ust and Fust’s. 
son-in-law Peter Schoeffer. 


The Bible is known variously as the Gutenberg Bible, from its supposed printer; 
the 42-line Bible, to distinguish it from the later 36-line Bible, also ascribed to 
Gutenberg; and, the Mazarin Bible, from the first recognized copy having been 
discovered in the library of Cardinal Mazarin. 


There are two issues of the 42-line Bible. The earlier—this Book of Joshua is 
extracted from a copy of the first issue—has at the beginning and again at folio 
129, etc., only 40 lines to a column. It has been shown by Dr. Paul Schwenke in his 
‘* Festschrift zur Gutenbergfeier ’? that the book was set up on six different presses 
of which two began work simultaneously at la and 129a. Before the arrangement 
of 42 lines to a column had been settled the workmen had set up the beginning of 
these two sections with 40 lines to a column. The type was then filed down and 
experiments made with 41 lines to a column and was again filed down and the definite 
arrangement of 42 lines arrived at. After the final form was reached it was decided 
to increase the size of the edition, and the pages of each section already printed off 
were re-set, with 42 lines to a column, and the additional copies struck off. 


There are no means of definitely fixing a date for the printing of this Bible, the copy 
in the Bibliotheque Nationale of Paris, has, however, a manuscript in which Henricus 
Cremer, Vicar of St. Stephen’s at Mainz, states that he finished rubricating and 
binding it on 24th August, 1456. Copies must naturally have been on sale for some 
time before this date. The still earlier date of 1453 is written on 324b of a copy in 
the Buchgewerbemuseum at Leipzig, it is however doubtful whether this refers to 
the date of printing.

This cut and those following are num- 
bered in words at the top of each, in type, the last of the series (No. 87, the Crucifixion) 
occuring on sig. te. 5. Then much further on (V 3 vo. & 4), are two more blocks of 
hands, having half-length figures of Christ, Mary, Apostles, Saints, &c., on the 
fingers, the first cut of the two having also a xylographic list of the names, &c. (Cf. 
the hand with the Spec. Hum. Salv. of 1466, Schr. 1859-60, and that of Guido 
d’ Arezzo). Thus there are 91 cuts, besides which Nos. 25, 39, 46, 71, 68 are repeated. 
These repeats have their original numbers, so are not included in the sequence; in 
other words each repeat is so marked in type ‘at the top, e.g., ‘‘ Die achtvndsechtzigist 
figur zum andern mal.’ 


A few details of the cuts are as follows:—No. 4, the serpent in Eden is natural dut is 
still crowned (cf. Nos. 64, 76); 10, on recto is a note on colouring the cut; ‘‘ Und 
wenn man die egenanten tyer will mit varbe ausstreichen, so sol die kurot geferbt 
werden.’’ 25, 32, 34, 78, probably adapted from Schongauer’s engravings (Bartsch 3, 
7, 8, and compare 78 with cut in No. 333). 26, 41, 86, banqueting, &c., showing spoons, 
knives, platters, &c. 27, the monogram on right hand banner is not a W, see above, 
but like a V interlaced (C.). 29, S. James the Less being martyred with a peculiar 
weapon representing a bow for a musical instrument (should be a fuller’s club). 30, 
the Nativity in the centre of a circular diagram representing the celestial spheres 
supported by a hand; Mercury being in conjunction (?) with the Sun between Capri- 
corn and Sagittarius.

We find, in the general aspect of these Aesop woodcuts, something which reminds us 
of the earliest productions of copper engraving in Germany. Every one of the designs 
is surrounded by a rich border composed of separate pieces of framework which are 
frequently repeated in various combinations. The upper portion of each is an arch 
filled in with ornamental details in white upon a black ground, somewhat Saracenic 
in style, and enclosing representations of the triumphs of Hercules executed with 
remarkable power. 


The first leaf of the part comprising the fables is decorated with a border of that 
kind, occupying the full size of the page, in which figures of angels appear floating 
within festoons of intertwining foliage. The peculiar foreign look of these illustra- 
tions, and especially of the decorative borders, appears to result from the mixture of 
diverse artistic elements. 


The miniatures of an old illuminated manuscript, probably of Sicilian origin, may 
have furnished a model adapted and worked out in their own fashion by Dutch 
designers and wood engravers then resident in Naples. 


There is no affinity whatever between the Aesop illustrations and the woodcuts which 
appear in any other Italian book of that period (compare, however, the cut in the 
Arte dell’ Astrologia of Granollachs, Naples, c. 1485). Their execution reminds us 
rather of the Strassbourg school of wood engraving, while a certain coarseness in 
the rendering of the faces, and the peculiar waviness of outline which marks the 
drawing of the bodies and limbs, especially in the designs of the Life of Aesop, recall 
the German school of copper engraving, which is usually treated as a single group, 
under the name of the Master ‘‘ E.S. 1466.”’ 


Technically considered, these woodcuts hold a position of commanding importance 
amongst the works of their epoch. The lines are clear and firm, and there is no trace 
of the uncouthness which usually disfigured wood engraving before the last decade of 
the fifteenth century. 

Besides the illustrations and the border at the beginning of the text, the book is 
decorated by some fine woodcut capitals. Its publisher, Francesco Tuppo, was a 
Neapolitan jurist, who gave commissions to various printers for several law books and 
also for another beok, illustrated, an edition of the Philocolo of Boccaccio. 


This Aesop was probably printed for him by the firm of partners styling themselves 
‘‘Germani fidelissimi,’? but Dr. Lippmann’s belief that the woodcutters were Germans 
receives no confirmation from this, as the ‘‘ Germani’’ (one or both) were probably 
Dutchmen, Joh. Tresser and Martin of Amsterdam. The woodcuts seem to show 
strong Spanish influence. (A. W. Pollard, in Italian Book Illustrations and Early 
Printing, 1914).

The Letter was written by Columbus to Gabriel Sanxis, the Treasurer of Aragon, and 
rendered into Latin by Leandro de Cosco in Naples. This Leandro was a subject of 
the Kingdom of Aragon. The natural jealousy between Aragon and Castille accounts 
for his evidently wilful omission of Queen Isabel’s name in the heading of his trans- 
lation. Leandro presented the work to Leonardus, Bishop of Monte Peloso, a.prelate 
of Catalonian birth. The Bishop, who was no less patriotic and prejudiced than 
Leandro, carried the translation to Rome with him, and, having added to it some 
verses enthusiastically laudatory of his sovereign Fer dinand (but ignoring the Queen 
of Castille), he gave it to Stephen Planck to print, and he produced this small quarto 
of four leaves. Planck, however, was reproved by Castilians in Rome for having 
produced a book so pointedly injurious to the credit of Queen Isabel: he therefore 
printed a second edition adding the Queen’s name. 

Columbus’s report of his Discovery, printed within a few months of his return, must 
rank as one of the most famous books of the World and the greatest book possible 
for an American Collection.

Samuel Abu Nasr Ibn Abbas, a son of Judah Ibn Abbas, of Fez, lived in the twelfth 
century. He studied philosophy, mathematics, and medicine, and for the purposes 
of study he travelled in Irak and Syria. In the city of Maragha he claimed to have 
had two visions in which Mohammed appeared to him. He thereupon embraced ‘Islam. 
He composed a polemical treatise, ‘‘ The Confutation of the Jews,’’ in which he points 
out that from time to time the abrogation of the law is necessary, and that, in fact, 
it has often occurred in Judaism. He tries to prove the prophetic character of Jesus 
and of Mohammed. He affirms that the Jews of his time possess the Torah of Ezra, 
and not that of Moses, and that too many laws have been added by the sages of the 
Mishnah and the Gemara. Upon the basis of this work there was compiled in the 
fifteenth century the celebrated anti-Jewish pamphlet called ‘‘ Epistola Samuelis 
Maroccani,’’ which is said to have been translated from the Arabic by Alfonso 
Bonihominis. Nothing is known about the translator, and Steinschneider is probably 
right in suspecting that he is none other than Paul of Burgos.—(Jewish Encyclopedia.)

This treatise of Peter Haedus is mentioned by Burton (Anatomy of Melancholy, 
second edition, 1624, p. 333), as one of those volumes which many grave and worthy 
men have composed on the subject of Love Melancholy, but we do not think he cites 
him elsewhere in that most delightful Third Partition. 


Haedus, says Menage, was born at Padenone (in latin Portus Naonis), whence the 
Portusnaensis of the Proemium. The first title, De Amoris Generibus, was, we pre- 
sume, a pious little trap to catch the worldly-minded reader, the real title being 
found a page farther on in the Anteroticorum Libri Tres, the whole intention of the 
author being to lure the worldly lover away from his temporary affections to the 
love of God and his neighbour. Cornelius Agrippa, not knowing the book jumped 
to the conclusion that it was an exhaustive treatise on the Art of Love and in his 
‘““De Vanitate Scientiarum et Artium’’ very unjustly associated the pious Haedus 
with Boccaccio and others, as one of the tribe of lenones.

It may, however, be proclaimed as the most beautiful volume from the press of the 
great printer, whose fine Roman fount of type has been constantly imitated, especially 
of late, but never surpassed. 


‘‘Whether Jenson was or was not the prototypographer of Venice; his fame as ‘a 
printer exceeded that of all his Venetian contemporaries. He is first heard of in 
a passage in a manuscript preserved in the Bibliotheque de Arsenal at Paris which 
recounts that ‘the King (Charles VII) having heard that Messire Gurthemberg, 
chevalier, residing at Mayence in Germany, a man ‘ adextre en tailles et de carac- 
teres de poincons’ had brought to light the invention of printing by punches and 
types, was curious about such a treasure (tel tresor), and ordered the masters of 
his mint to give him the names of persons well skilled in that sort of engraving 
(taille), who should be sent secretly to the said place to obtain information of the 
said ‘forme’ and invention, and become acquainted with, conceive and learn their 
art. The King was satisfied herein, and by Nicholas Jenson were undertaken both 
the journey and the mission of arriving at the comprehension. of the said art and 
its execution of which he was the first to make a duty’ (devoir) of the said art of 
printing in the said Kingdom of France.’ This mission was undertaken by Jenson 
in 1458. Jenson went to Mentz and did most thoroughly learn the art, as his sub- 
sequent career shows, but returning about the year 1461, found that Louis XI, the son 
of his late patron, was disinclined to avail himself of the acquired knowledge, and 
he resolved to utilize at Venice the information which he had acquired. He had been 
an engraver in the Paris mint and being a man of great taste, based the design of 
his new fount upon the finest Italian manuscripts. His work is of the highest order

The whole registered output of the First Press of Antonio di Bartolommeo, established 
in Venice, 1476-1478, was only five books, of which this was probably the first printed. 

This copy bears on the front inner cover the book-plate of Dr. Hartmann Schedel of 
Nuremberg. The book-plate, in red letters with blue initial-letter and decoration, 
is the handiwork of Dr. Schedel himself, who, on the recto of the blank leaf opposite 
the last page of the text, has painted in bold, alternate red and blue letters, ‘‘ Laus 
Deo,”’? followed underneath by his initials, and below there the date. ‘£1510. On 
the inner back cover, in an inscription painted in red, Dr. Schedel states that the 
book was given to him in sheets, on 13th June, 1510, by the widow of EKysenhut— 
presumably Lienhart Eysenhut, the Basle printer and wood-engraver, who died in 
1507—for services rendered her by making a list of her husband’s books. The leaves 
Rat in Schedel’s handwriting, and many of the pages contain annotations 
y him. 

After Dr. Schedel’s death in 1514, the greater number of his books, including this 
one, passed to the Munich Library (see Dr. Richard Stauber: Schedelsche Bibliothek), 
there the book remained (as the inscription by F. Oesel on the inner front cover 
states) until 1762, when it was exchanged for other books. The famous Mazarin 
Bible was sold by the library authorities at the same time. The library stamp is 
found between the columns on the first and last leaves. Jn 1908 there remained in 
the Munich Library only fourteen books from the library of Dr. Schedel and nine in 
the Nuremberg Library (see Stauber: Schedelsche Bibliothek).

The first press of Andreas Jacobi or Andreas de Paltasichis or Paltaschichis, the son 
of Jacobus of Cattaro, at which this volume was printed, existed from 1476 to 1478 
and yielded but little fruit. No books attributable to him are found between the 
years 1478-9 and 1482, after which date he printed for ten years with more or less 
regularity. Little is known of Aulus Gellius, whom Vossius prefers to call Agellius, 
except that he flourished in a quiet way in the second century, dying about a.p. 180, 
that he studied grammar and rhetoric at Rome and philosophy at Athens, return- 
ing thence to his native city. His Noctes Atticae, the fruit, as their author implies 
of his nocturnal studies, or perhaps symposia, at Athens, is a literary olla podrida, 
merely, it would appear, a transcript of his commonplace book, compiled with but 
small regard to classification of the almost innumerable subjects on which facts are 
given or opinions cited.

The work shows how fully the fact of the earth’s rotundity was grasped in the 
fifteenth century, recognized also, it is true by very early astronomers, though 
stumbled at by monomaniacs in the last and even in the present century. The 
author says : “‘ That the earth is round appears from the following considerations. 
The constellations and stars do not rise and set uniformly for all men, wherever 
they may live, but rise and set earlier for those who are in the more eastern parts. 
Their earlier or later rising and setting is due to the swelling (rotundity) of the earth, 
as 1s made very manifest by what happens in the firmament. For the very same 
eclipse of the moon which is visible to us in the first hour of the night appears to 
the eastern nations about the third hour, whence it is evident that their night 
began before ours, the cause of this being the great protuberance of the earth. That 
the water also has a round surface may be demonstrated in the following manner. 
Let a mark (signum) be placed on the sea-shore, then let a vessel sail out of harbour 
to such a distance that the mark is no longer visible to the eye of a man standing 
near the foot of the mast. Yet the ship remaining in exactly the same position, the ~ 
same eye when looking from the top of the mast will have a clear view of the mark 
on the shore. But the eye of the man at the foot of the mast ought to have a better 
view of the mark than the man at the mast-head, as is shown by the lines drawn from 
each eye to the mark. The cause of all this is nothing but the rotundity of the water. 
And as water is a homogeneous body, its parts, such drops or the dew on the grass, 
naturally assume a spherical form.”

‘‘The Strife of Love in a Dream, as its Elizabethan translator prettily rendered the 
title of the Hypnerotomachia, is an archeological love-story, perhaps with Antiquity 
itself, as its heroine, and with much more attention bestowed on the sights which 
she displays to her lover than on the progress of his suit. Poliphilo, ‘the lover of 
Polia,’ falls asleep, and in his dream, to quote the preface, ‘sees many antiquities, 
worthy of memory, in all their details, and describes them in appropriate terms 
with elegant style,’ and not only describes them but gives their measurements. 
Polia takes him to the palace of Queen Eleuterylida and to see the triumphs or 
festivals of Jove and his earthly loves, of Bacchus and Vertumnus and Pomona, and 
the feast of the garden god, Priapus. She persuades him to enter a ruined temple, 
where she is frightened by a vision of hell. Then Cupid carries off the lovers in a 
boat rowed by six nymphs. They come to the island Cytherea and see all its wonders, 
and the grave of Adonis, where they are told of the festival in his honour. Polia 
recounts her history to the nymphs and the story of her love, with an incidental 
reference to the building of Treviso and the fortunes of the Lelii. Attacked by the 
plague, she had devoted herself to Diana; Poliphilo had found her in the temple and 
told her what he had suffered for her love. Terrified by a sight of the vengeance of 
Cupid on cruel maids, she had consoled him, whereupon they were driven from the 
temple, made their plaint to the priestess of Venus, and were united by the goddess. 
At this point the dream ends, and Poliphilo, saddened by the envious day, brings his. 
Hypnerotomachia to an end, dating it at Treviso on May Day, 1467.

‘“In the summary on 3% we are told that five nymphs are the five senses, Queen 
Hleuterylida is Free Will, and a labyrinthine garden stands for human life. It is 
unlikely that this allegory goes very deep; it may have been dragged in merely to 
avoid ecclesiastical censure. It is perhaps equally unlikely that Polia (who is once 
called Lucretia) was a real lady of Treviso, who entered a real convent after the 
plague which visited the city in 1464 and 1466, though she has been identified with 
Hippolita Lelio, niece of the ruling bishop. POLIAM FRATER FRANCISCUS 
COLUMNA PERAMAVIT is the tale told by the initial letters of the successive 
chapters, but Fra Francesco Colonna had been a Dominican since 1455, and was 
now a teacher of rhetoric, and if he had an archeological bishop it is more probable 
that he was romancing of his love for antiquity than of the bishop’s niece. In 1471 
he joined the convent of SS. Giovanni e Paolo at Venice, is found at Padua two 
years later, became sacristan of his convent in 1500, was granted a pittance of 
firewood, bread and wine in 1521 in consequence of his age and infirmities, and 
died in 1527. When his romance was published, at the expense of the jurisconsult 
Lionardo Crasso, in 1499, Colonna was already 66; at the time of his death he was 
about 94. Of Crasso, his publisher, little is known. In 1508 he calls himself a 
‘prothonotarius apostolicus’ in petitioning for a renewed privilege for the book. 
This he cites ‘as ‘ Polifillo vulgar, opera molto utile et fructuosa de grandissima 
elegantia,’ and explains that ‘per li tempi e disturbi de guerra’ it had not been 
possible to export it, and that nearly the whole edition, on which he had spent 
‘ assai centenera de ducati,’ was still unsold. In 1508 the Venetian book-trade had 
indeed recently passed through a bad time, but the financial failure of the book was 
perhaps equally due to the ‘res una in eo miranda’ on which Crasso had touched 
in his dedication to Duke Guido, that while written in Italian it could not be under- 
stood without a knowledge of Greek and Latin (‘ quod cum nostrali lingua loquatur, 
non minus ad eum cognoscendum opus sit graeca et romana quam tusca et vernacula ’), 
the Greek, it may be said, being of a somewhat peculiar kind.’’ 


“As regards the authorship of the wonderful illustrations, the signature .b. on the 
third has led to their being attributed to numerous celebrated artists, but it is 
now fairly well recognized that celebrated artists in Italy did not concern themselves 
with bookwork, and that .b. is probably the signature of a woodcutters’ workshop. 
Attempts to make a list of other books illustrated by the same hand are baffled by 
the dual personality which has to be dealt with. The present writer is inclined to 
doubt whether the same designer and the same illustrator worked together in any 
other book.’”’

The ravens in two of them are solid black with white claws, etc., one woodcut shows 
a key and lock; another angling with a float (said to be the earliest printed repre- 
sentation), among other woodcuts are, a quadrupedal satyr, an Onocentaur, and a 
rhinocerus; this is perhaps the nearest approach in a XVth century book to the 
real rhinoceros. (The first specimen of the animal to reach Europe in modern times 
was that represented by Durer in 1515). 


This is the famous first edition of this the first illustrated book printed at the first 
press of Gerardus Leeu, the first printer at Gouda, and the most important of all the 
Low Country printers of the fifteenth century. In all there were some thirteen or 
fourteen editions in various languages in the fifteenth century, showing the popularity 
of the book. Gerardus Leeu, a man thought by Erasmus to be worthy of his friend- 
ship, was possessed of astonishing industry. 


The work is in itself a collection of fables. The dialogues supposed to take place 
between inanimate objects, between well-known animals, and lastly, between monsters 
not recognised by zoologists, are in each case accompanied by a short proverb made 
to order, by an admirable moralization and by a quaint woodcut.

It is the first edition of this most remarkable book which contains the rules and 
formalities of combat between Knights-Errant.

‘‘ Alonso de Santa Maria de Cartagena, famous Spanish prelate, able politician, elegant 
writer, cultured poet and profound philosopher, was born at Burgos in 1384 and died 
at Villasandino on 23rd July, 1456. He was the son of Pablo de Santa Maria, an 
illustrious Jewish convert, who occupied the episcopal sees of Cartagena and Burgos, 
taking the surname of Cartagena when he acquired that bishopric. 


‘‘ When the question arose as to the primacy between the Kings of England-and Spain, 
he delivered a most eloquent oration in Latin, which not only established the pre- 
ferential rights of the king of Spain over the King of England, but was received with 
general approbation. His friendship was solicited by all the Catholic prelates, includ- 
ing the partisans of Pope Eugene IV, and he was a favourite of Pope Pius II. About

the year 1435, his father, who was then Bishop of Burgos, renounced the see, and the 


King (Juan II) took the opportunity of appointing him to the vacancy. 


‘* As a.poet or troubadour, he won great fame at the court of John II, acting as judge 
in various literary disputes, his judgment being accepted by all. He wag the author 
of many amorous compositions. To avoid gossip, he addressed the imaginary lady of 
his thoughts by the chivalrous name of Oriana ”’ (Encyclopedia Universal [ustrada 
Kuropeo-Americana). 


With regard to the laws of chivalry of which he writes, it is interesting to review 
some of the regulations governing this ancient institution. Originally, the education 
of the would-be knight began early. At the age of seven or thereabouts, he would be 
sent to the castle of some powerful baron, possibly the feudal lord of the child’s father, 
there to receive instruction in accordance with his rank. He would be called upon to 
serve his lord as page, hand him his wine, and perform numerous domestic duties, 
which, however, were considered more noble than servile on account of the identity of 
the knight whom he served. At fourteen, he would pass to the rank of escudero 
(shield-bearer), receiving only a sword and silver spurs for his services; and from 
thence he would be required to accompany his cavalier on his travels, to the chase 
and military exploits. The escudero groomed the horses, looked after his lord’s 
armour, and helped him to dress for battle or the tournament. He was always at 
hand to assist the knight to his feet in case of accident, and his lord’s prisoners were 
placed under his care. He learned from him, in fact, everything connected with the 
use of arms, and horsemanship, taking the knight as his model in matters of bravery, 
generosity and courtesy. The escudero was allowed to wear the same sort of armour 
and use the same arms as the knights, but was not allowed a helmet, nor a cover for 
his lance, and to distinguish him further from the knights, he was not permitted to 
wear their boots, but small leather riding boots with silver spurs. His period of 
apprenticeship over, he generally attained the dignity of a knight at the age of 
twenty-one. The ceremony of ‘‘ arming’’ was quite simple until the twelfth century, 
consisting in the handing of arms to the neophyte by a knight, who was usually a 
baron, his feudal lord, and sometimes the king himself. The ceremony usually took 
place outside the latter’s castle in the presence of a multitude. The Sponsor or 
sponsors dressed the youth in his armour and helmet, buckled on his sword and 
strapped on his gilt spurs, and then one of the sponsors struck him a blow on the 
neck with the palm of his hand, this ceremony symbolising the idea that this would 
be the last time that the young knight could receive an injury without redress. After 
a few words of exhortation to be brave and loyal, he would promptly mount his 
charger without taking the reins, gallop round for a few minutes, and strike at a 


dummy with his weapons. With the crusades the ideal of chivalry became merged 


in that of religion, and the initiation of the knight became a more complicated affair, 
rather in the nature of a sacrament. 


The three Spanish ancient Orders of Chivalry were those of Calatrava, Santiago and 
Alcantara, many privileges being granted to the knights, who were also regarded as 
members of a religious order. There were quaint rules regarding the enrolment of a 
knight: no woman, whether she was queen or empress, could appoint one herself, but 
she might order another knight to do so. Very minute instructions were issued with 
regard to the conduct of knights, and an interesting rule was that no man could be 
king who had not previously been an armoured knight.

Fine and perfect example of early Spanish printing and extremely rare, as are all 
the productions of the Valencian Press in the 15th century. It is the manual of the 
Inquisition in the form of an alphabetical dictionary. This copy wants as usual the 
rare leaf D. 3, missing out of most of the copies of the book known, and supposed to: 
have been suppressed by order of the Inquisition itself. 


This book has been noted by Gallardo and by all Bibliographers that have followed as. 
the work of Dr. Miguel Albert, but Fuster questioned if Albert was really author or 
only the publisher. The recent discoveries that have been published by Sr. Serrano in 
his ‘‘ Diccionario de Imprenta en Valencia’’ leaves no doubt that the text of the 
work was edited by the Inquisition, and that Albert had only the printing of the 
book. The first contract made between Dr. Albert and Juan Gomez de Carrion of 
the Inquisition, the 12th of September, 1493, stipulated that 1,000 copies of this book 
were to be printed, for which de Carrion would pay for the paper and Dr. Albert 
the expense of printing. The profits from the sale to be divided equally between 
both parties. 


The 10th of October, de Carrion, giving his part of the contract to Juan Perez (the 
Secretary of the Inquisition), with the consent of Dr. Albert, the latter employed a 
printer, Pedro Trincher, to make the necessary ink so that they could work with the 
two presses that were in his house. The signatures and types, etc., were bought on 
21st November from Lambert Palmart, who retired from business and no longer 
needed them. Dr. Albert also employed the printers, Gerardo Brunch (born in 
Hungary) and Juan de Orlando y Cristobal Alemany. There are few incunables 
whose history is so clearly related in contemporary documents as this Repertory of 
the Holy Inquisition. The Contents of the Repertory are most varied, and are 
enriched with contemporary MS. notes of an official of the Inquisition.

He is known to have printed sixteen books, 
none of them bearing a printed date; but of one, the Gregorius: Moralia, a copy 
is extant with the manuscript date of acquisition 1468. 


This work. which is mainly a dictionary of mythological and other proper names 
found in the classical authors, was composed in 1273 by Conradus de Mure, the 
learned cantor of the collegiate church at Zurich. It is a remarkable monument of 
classical scholarship, especially as a product of the thirteenth century, a period of 
little classical learning, when even in Italy Dante was an exception in this respect.

The British Museum have only two books from the press of the printer of this very 
rare and extraordinary little book. 


It is pointed out in the Fairfax Murray ‘‘ Catalogue of Early German Books’’ (Vol. 
Ii, p. 578) that the first leaf of this book was entirely blank when first issued, and 
it was only after some copies were distributed that the printer thought it necessary 
to add a title-page explaining the scope of the book. In this title, a facsimile of which 
is inserted at the end of this book, the purpose of the book is thus explained :— 


‘‘The author’s design is to prove the possibility and show the reasonableness of the 
doctrine of the Incarnation and perpetual virginity of the Mother of our Lord. This 
he endeavours to compass by the production of the records of a large number of 
occurrences of a nature, in his view, just as mysterious and apparently impossible.”’ 
The authors on whom he draws as authorities for the miracles described are Isidorus, 
Te Magnus, Pliny, Solinus, Ovid, Valerius Maximus, St. Augustine and St. 
mbrose. 


On a? is a cut of the Annunciation, on the verso is a full page cut of Mary standing 
before an altar, above which is suspended a rosary, in the compartment is a Jew 
kneeling. On the recto of a? is a cut of the Nativity. Then follow the various 
examples, many extremely fantastic and amusing, selected by the author to prove 
his contention. Each of the 49 woodcuts occupies usually a page, occasionally two, 
and is headed by both Latin and German distichs, rhymed in both cases. To quote 
a few of the more curious wonders which are illustrated in this book one might 
mention, the magnetic rocks which attract the flesh; twin babies born under Mars 
and therefore able to open bolts and bars by a mere touch; a calf drawn up into a 
cloud by the power of the heavens ; Lot’s wife transformed to a pillar of salt, depicted 
as a naked woman leaning against a pillar; the bird Ipsida, whose feathers grow 
after her death; and a shower of steel ingots from the clouds. On the recto of the 
final leaf (d*) is a full-page cut of the Virgin and Child standing on an inverted 
crescent moon.

About 200 years after Gutenberg’s death the idea arose that the incunabula 
of the 15th century were a special class of books. Since then these incunables 
have met with an ever-growing interest, and as there are only comparatively few 
of these 40,000 different books still in existence, collectors and antiquarians have 
long directed their attention to them, while great hbraries tend them as their 
most precious treasures. 

In the early twenties of the nineteenth century Hain wrote the first 
exhaustive bibliography of the incunabula in his Repertorium Bibliographicum. 
But this work was not finished and. called forth so many supplementary works, 
that nowadays one has to consult a whole number of special bibliographies. A 
large number of incunabula were discovered since then, and the broadsides were 
described systematically. Proctor’s and Haebler’s type-system made it possible 
to assign numerous incunabula which lack place, printer’s name and date to the 
press from which they were issued and to specify the date at which they were 
published. Therefore the call for a new and better Hain arose from all sides at 
the end of the last century, and on the 28th of November, 1904, the Prussian 
Board of Education constituted the Commission for the complete catalogue of 
incunabula with Conrad Haebler as President. North and South German 
Scholars joined their work, and very soon also non-Germans. At present Pro- 
fessor Erich von Rath, the director of the University Library of Bonn, is 
chairman, and Dr. Ernst Crous, of the Prussian State Library, secretary. 

A precise list of all the incunabula of the public libraries in Germany was 
completed in the years 1906-1911 as the ground work for the complete catalogue. 
Besides that, the Commission made an inventory of the incunabula in Spain and 
Portugal, Belgium, and in England. with the aid of the Bibliographical Society. 
Similar work was accomplished in Switzerland by the Society of Swiss 
Librarians, in the U.S.A. by the Bibliographical Society of America, in the 
British Empire by the British Colonial Office. From Styria, Galicia, Dalmatia, 
and other parts of the former Austrian-Hungarian monarchy, from Italy and 
France where Pellechet’s Catalogue Général had already prepared the ground, 
from Holland, Scandinavia, Russia and Poland rich material was reported. 
It is therefore to be hoped that this standard work may approach completeness 
as much as possible. 

The other aim next to completeness is the description of the books according 
to modern principles. For the technical side this is achieved by minutely 
examining every book as to its origin, and by determining types, initial-letters 
and rubrics, woodcuts, printers’ marks and catchwords, foliation, signatures 
and custodians. On the other hand, the lterary and historical question of 
incunabula is to be dealt with for the first time. This is achieved by adding 
a short biography and dates to the authors’ names and by noting the most 
trifling accessories and all assistance the author partook of, such as the names 
of the editors and correctors of the text, dedicatory letters and complimentary 
verses, preface and colophon. 

Of incunabula existing only in ten copies all possessors are mentioned. 
The result is that there are about 450,000 incunabula in existence of which the 
German public libraries possess no less than the third part. This vast material 
arranged by the names of the authors in alphabetical order, will fill ten volumes 
quarto. The two concluding volumes will bring the indexes and display the 
material in groups. The index of printers is to follow the title index and lists
